REAR ADMIRAL F. W. DICKINS. 


Death of Well Known Retired 
Naval 


Ofllccr, Formen'.y In-Command 


of Training Station. 


near Admiral Francis W. Dlckins, 
well known retired 
naval 
officer, 


formerly commandant of tho Newport 
Naval Training Station, 
died Thurs- 


day, 
in his sixty-sixth year, in a pri- 
vate hospital in Kew York. Hc had 
been ill about three years and had 
been confined to his room for the past 
six weeks. After a serious turn 
.Mon- 
day he was taken to New York from 
Danbury, Conn., to be under the con- 
stant supervision of 
his 
consulting 


physicians. Pernicious 
anaemia was 
the cause of death. Since his retire- 
ment he had 
lived 
in 
Washing-ton, 
spending the summers at Danbury. 
Rear Admiral Dlckins was 
retired 


In November, 1300, having been rear 
admiral since June, 1904. In 1898. as 
acting chief of navigation in Washing- 
ton, at the time of the blowing up cf 
the Maine, he was the officer who car- 
ried the news of the disaster to Presi- 
dent McKlaley. He 
performed 
valu- 


able services in the Navy Department 
curing the war with Spain, which af- 
terward were, recognized by Secretary 
Long. 
in the course of an unusually nctivo 
career much of it abroad, 
tlie 
late 
nar admiral was many 
time: com- 


plimented for bravery by the depart- 
ment. On several occasions' Congress 
passed resolutions to enable him Is 
accept meclats and decorations 
from 


foreign governments. He was decorated 
by the King of Slam and hy King Al- 
fonso of Spain. Tiie latter was in rec- 
ognition of courtesies t.o the 
Duke of 
Voragua. a lineal descendant of Caris- 
topher Columbus, who came as a guest 
of the nation at 
the

World's Fair in 
ISM. Rear Admiral 


Dicliins, in command of the Urooklyn.
